‘ We have a great deal of News here, both certain 
‘ and important ; but I have waited fo long for Letters 
‘ from Spain, that I am afraid I thall {carce be able to 
‘ fave this Pott, unlefs [ write very concifely. 

* Letters from Conftantinople of the 15th of laft 
* Month inform us, That by an Exprefs from Afia they 
‘ have jult receiv’d Advice that the Schach Nadir has 
‘ declar’d War againft the Porte, and is on the Point of 
* entering the Turkifh Dominions with three different 
‘ Armies. The firft is to aét againft Cars, the fecond 
 againft Erzerum, and the third againit Diarbekir. Ie 
‘.is impoffible to exprefs the Confternation this News 
‘ has occafioned : All the Defigns of the Ottomans in 
‘ Europe are fufpended ; the Bafhaof Bender is to 
‘ command the Army againft Perfia, and fome fay 
‘ that Count Bonneval will fet out for the Frontiers. 

‘ We have Advice from Stockholm of the 11th in- 
‘ ftant, and from other Places of a later Date, which 
* confirm Vice-Admiral Rayalin’s having block’d up the 
‘ Harbour of Petersburgh, which has occofion’d pro- 
‘ digious Cenfufion in that City. It is faid that the true 
* Caufe of this War was the Ruflians treating the Swe- 
‘ dith Minifter with Contempt, and giving him to ua- 
‘ deritand, that his Nation’s having Bread depended on 
‘ the Clemency of Ruflia. This, however, may be 
‘ only a Presence, fince it is certain the Swedes have
